The two provincial gov- 
ernments — Alberta and British 
Columbia—which Social] Credit has 
long dominated, are Social Credit in 
name only. The basic tenets of the 
economic theory propounded by 
Major C. H. Douglas regarding sur- 
plus value in production have never 
been impleniented. And the revolu- 
tionary: movement which Social 
Credit was supposed to represent 
has never produced, except for an 
oceasional unorthodox effort quickly 
ruled unconstitutional, anything but 
a resolutely conservative administra- 
tion. 

The only sizable extension of the 
Social Credit. movement outside of 
the extreme west has been-in Que- 
bee, and here the name meant even 
less in the Major Douglas sense, than 
it had in its province of origin. To 
this situation were soon added the 
tensions of the English-French 
dichotomy, and the party could not 
cope with. them.

Of the 30 Social Credit members 
sent to Ottawa in 1962, 26 were 
French-speaking. The total was cut 
to ‘22 the following year, with 18 
of them being from Quebec, and the 
delegation quickly split into two 
quarrelling factions — the Social 
Crediters led by Mr. Thompson and 
the Creditistes eventually led by Mr. 
Caouette: By the end of 1965 the 
national leader led only four sup- 
porters in the Commons, and neither 
politically nor geographically could 
claim national status for his party.
